Applicant argued the Kurose reference was insufficient to cure the inherency of storage preceding transmission based on the publication 
date. The Kurose publication date is 2001, and Applicant's filing date is July 13 2001. The Examiner is willing to produce an affidavit 
that he personally possessed the reference in question at least by May 2001. 

Data must be stored somehow - in a buffer, a register, a memory - in order to be packetized and transmitted across a network. This is 
the most basic step in computer networking technology, because if data is not stored somehow in a computer such as a hard drive, a 
register, a disk, or a memory, then it cannot be manipulated by the computer's microprocessor for complext operations such as 
procedural calls, bit manipulation, etc. 

Applicant never explicitly claimed the internet browser provided the local storage. All data - including cookies and/or files prepared by 
and stored by a browser - is subject to this requirement in order for data to be sent over a network. 

Applicant is individually attacking the Meyer reference without considering the combination of Meyer-Montulli. Montulli is widely used 
across the art for transmission and storage of various data information from browsers. The use of a cookie to store a "contents 
identifier", or data, is well known to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

A cookie file must be "pregenerated at the client" in order to be transmitted to the server. Applicant never claimed using a cookie for 
internet messages such as email and SMS.. 
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
